SIR, 

YO  U  may  wonder  poffibly,  that  I,  who  have 
been  fo  uncivilly  treated  by  fome  who  call 
themfelves  Gentlemen ,  on  the  Account  of 
my  Enquiry  after  the  crude  Gfiickfiher,  fhould  give 
myfelf  any  manner  of  Concern  about  the  well  or 
ill  Fare  of  my  Fellow  Citizens,  but  leave  them  ra¬ 
ther  to  the  ancient,  and  common  Saying,  If  They 
will  he^  let  Them  be  deceived* 

I  dare  be  confident,  whatever  certain  envious  Per- 
fons  may  think  to  the  contrary,  you  will  be  fo  cha¬ 
ritable  as  to  believe,  that  I  have  no  Ends  of  my  own 
to  ferve  by  an  Undertaking,  in  which,  though  I 
may  happen  to  pleafe  fome,  I  Hull,  in  all  Likeli¬ 
hood,  difpleafe  others. 

The  Friendfhip  indeed  of  good. ,  as  well  as  learned 
Men,  (and  fuch  I  eftcem  yourfelf)  I  fhall  at  all 
Times  value,  whilft  the  Malice  and  ill  Nature  of 
the  Petulant  and  Profligate ,  however  learned ,  I  have 
long  fince  learn  a  to  defpife.  But  what,  alas  !  avail 
the  Smiles  or  Frowns  oi  the  World  to  an  old  Man, 
that  muff  foon  leave  it?  And,  provided  he  has  a 
well  grounded  Peace  in  his  own  Breaif,  when  he

takes  that  Leave,  has  lefs  Reafon  to  be  concern'd 
at  the  unjuft.  Cenfure  of  unreafonable  Men. 

To  detain  you  no  longer,  I  am  fatisfy'd  you  are 
no  Stranger  to  the  Fame  this  Drop  and  Pill  of  Mr. 
Ward)  have  acquired  within  thefe  twelve  Months 
paft  :  How  defervedly,  we  are  now  to  examine  i 
But  firft,  a  Word  or  two  of  their  Compolition. 

The  Conjectures  about  which  are  various,  as  the 
diverfe  judgments  and  Opinions  of  the  ConjeCturers 
have  diverfly  led  them. 

Some  ( farely  without  Reafon ,)  have  furmifed 
the  fame  to  be  Mercurial:  Yet,  among  the  Hundreds 
daily  taking  them,  not  one  Inlfance  can  be  given  of 
a  fore  Mouth,  or  Tongue,  much  lefs  Salivation , 
which  muft  at  fome  Time  have  inevitably  fallen  out, 
if  the  Balls  was  Mercurial . 

Others  more  rightly  therefore  conclude  them  An- 
timonial :  Among  thefe,  there  are,  who  pretend  to 
be  Mailers  of  the  Secret,  and  who  tell  us,  that 
the  Pill  is  the  fame  with  the  Kermes  Miner  alts ,  of 
the  French  Difpenfatory ,  made  out  of  four  parts  An¬ 
timony,  and  one  of  fix'd  Nitre,  boil'd  in  Rain-Water, 
and  then  filter'd  :  After  which,  more  Water  is  ad* 
ded,  and  more  alfo  of  the  Nitre :  Boiling  and  fil¬ 
tering  as  before  ;  when  ftill  more  Water  and  Nitre , 
in  the  feveral  Proportions  obferved  by  the  cPrefcript , 
are  decoClcd.  Finally,  the  feveral  Liquors  filter'd* 
having  flood  to  fettle  twenty-four  Hours,  are 
pour'd  off  from  the  Sediment,  which  being  fweeten'd 
by  often  walking,  the  fame  is  dry'd,  and"  twice  fla¬ 
p-rated  with  Spirit  of  Wine. 

But  this  ^Precipitate,  which  I  have  feen  prepared, 
comes  forth  of  a  deeper  Red  than  Mr.  Ward's,  nor 
will  it  operate  in  fo  final  1  a  Quantity  as  his  (PilL 

Hartman  has  one  more  Simple  than  the  former, 
which  he  calls  his  Sulphur  of  Antimony ,  anfwering 
nearer  to  the  Colour,  and  working  after  like  Man¬ 
ner,  both  upwards  and  downwards,  not  fo  dog¬ 
gedly,  in  the  fame  Weight;  though  it  has  been 

given  fometimes  to  four  or  five  Grains, 
n  This 
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This  is  made  of  the  fine  Powder  of  Antimony  ^  di- 
o-efted  for  a  Week  in  a  ftrong  Lixivium  of  Aqua 
Calc  is  ;  when  it  is  filter’d,  and  after  gentle  boiling, 
a  red  Powder  is  thrown  down}  which  being  wafh  d, 

is  dry’d,  and  kept  for  Ufe. 

His  Copier,  Salmon ,  fays,  this  Powder  performs 

all  that  the  Crocus  can  do.  #  _ 

Related  to  the  foregoing,  is  that  of  Beguintis , 

which  is  nothing  but  the  fame  Mineral,  .  boil  d  alfo 
in  a  ftrong  Lixivium ,  and  after  precipitated  with 
Rain-Water,  impregnated  with  the  Spirit  of  Pine- 

gar. 

The  Lixivium ,  ufed  for  thefe  Purpoles,  is  made 
commonly  of  the  6W  Lartari ,  Calx  Viva^  and  com¬ 
mon  Salt,  a  diffolved  in  Water,  and  then  filter  d, 
or  of  the  Alkaline  Salt  of  Plants;  although  the  Aqua 
Calcis ,  as  above,  very  frequently  fupplies  the  Place. 

Again,  there  is  a  Sulphur  of]  Antimony  made  from 
the  Crocus  Metallorum  boil'd  in  the  fame  Lixiyey 
and  precipitated  with  the  Acet.  deftil.  having  the  Vir¬ 
tues  of  the  Crocus ,  and  is  much  the  finer  of  the 
two,  given  in  the  fame  Dofe,  from  two  to  four 
Grains,  or  five. 

The  golden  Sulphur  is  prepared  by  boiling  the 
Trofs,  leparated  from  the  Regulus  in  a  Lixivium , 
as  the  reft;  then,  precipitating  with  Vinegar,  there 
fails  a  Powder  of  the  Colour  of  Gold,  (whence  the 
Name,)  which  is  fweetend  by  Ablution  in  a  large 
Quantity  of  Rain-Water,  and  dry  d  for  Ufe. 

But  the  true  Sulphur ,  according  to  our  laft  recited 
Author,  is  prepared  from  Cinnabar ,  finely  pow¬ 
der'd,  and  boil'd  in  a  Solution  of  Salt  of  Lartai , 
Nitre,  and  Calx  Viva .  After  decanting  the  Liquor 
from  the  Quickfilver  at  the  Bottom,  filter  and  incline 
the  Veffel,  that  the  red  Sulphur  may  fettle,  which 
you  muft  fweeten  with  hot  Water,  and  dry  gently  ; 
fo  have  you  (with  this  Gentleman)  the  true  Sulphur 
Antimonii ,  which  opens  all  Obllrudtions  of  the 
Liver ,  Spleen ,  Mefentery ,  and  Hypochonders  ;  expel¬ 
ling  all  Humours  whatever,  or  wherever  heaped  up 
in  the  Body,  both  upwards  and  downwards, 

A  2  Of 
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Of  this  Sulphur  and  the  Regains,  there  is  a  cPa<* 
fiactea  compounded,  wonderfully  extolfd  by  Hart - 
man,  as  a  univerfal  Medicine,  curing  all  obftinate 
Difeafes,  as  the  hues.  Lepra,  Scurvy,  &c.  by  the  way 
of  Sweat. 

Mr.  IVilfon  gives  us  another,  little  differing  from 
the  former,  unlefs  in  the  Strength  of  the  Lee,  i.  e. 
by  the  pouring  one  Pound  of  the  Lixivium  Capitate, 
or  the  firffc  running  of  the  Soap-makers  Lees,  upon 
four  Ounces  of  the  fineft  levigated  Antimony,  fet 
to  digeft  in  warm  Sand,  four  or  five  Days,  fhaking 
them  well  together  ;  then  put  thereto  fome  warm 
Water  :  After  thus  ftanding  to  fettle  for  fome  Time, 
it  is  pour'd  oft'  into  a  clean  Pan.  This  Ablution  is 
to  be  repeated,  'till  all  the  brown uli  Powder  is  fepa- 
rated  from  that  which  appears  like  the  crude  An¬ 
timony,  upon  which  more  Lees  are  thrown  ;  and 
the  Wafhing  renew’d,  'till  the  whole  of  the  Anti¬ 
mony  is  reduced  into  the  Powder  afore  (aid,  which 
being  well  rinfed  from  the  Salts,  is  to  be  kept  dry 
'till  call'd  for. 

The  Virtues  are  much  the  fame  with  the  reft,  being 
Emetic ,  Cathartick  and  Diaphoretick ,  i.  c.  by  Vomit, 
Stool  and  Sweat .  According  to  our  Chymift,  this 
Procefs  was  ufed  as  a  Succedaneum  to  that,  which  went 
formerly  under  the  Name  of  Rujfefs  Powder. 

Befides  the  abovemention'd,  I  could  enumerate 
others,  drawn  from  the  fame  Mineral  bv  the  Tor¬ 
ture  of  hire,  as  when  flux'd  in  the  Crucible  to¬ 
gether  with  Sal  Armoniack.  Thus  the  Autimon .  re- 
fitf citatum,  or  with  Nitre ,  common  Salt,  and  Charcoal, 
put  into  a  red  hot  Crucible  by  a  Spoonful  at  a  Time  * 
then  either  pouring  it  into  a  Cone,  or  fuffering  it  to 
cool  in  the  Crucible,  there  will  be  found  three  diffe¬ 
rent  Subftances,  viz.  at  the  Bottom,  a  little  Regains ; 
above  that,  a  clofer,  or  more  compact  Matter,  like 
the  Liver  of  Antimony  and  on  the  Surface,  a  finer 
and  lighter  Mafs. 

T  he  two  laft  of  thefc  are  to  be  kept  afunder,  put¬ 
ting  by  the  Regains ;  powdering  the  other  and  walk¬ 
ing  them  aparr,  till  freed  from  their  Salts,  which 

you 
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you  may  know  by  the  Tafte  of  the  Water  ;  the 
uppermoft  is  accounted  the  beft,  being  of  a  fine  red 
Colour,  after  it  has  been  waftfd;  the  middle  Sub- 
ftance  looks  not  of  fo  pleafant  a  Colour,  and  works 
more  roughly  ;  the  undermoft,  or  Regains ,  is  the 
fame  with  the  Regains  of  Antimony . 

Thefe  red  Flowers,  with  Monfieur  Lemery ,  are 
the  more  Sulphurous  parts  of  Antimony ,  fublimed 
by  Fire,  as  the  fame  are  precipitated  from  the  Lixi¬ 
via,  or  Lees,  by  the  Ablution  with  Water  and  Vine¬ 
gar. 

Powder,  faith  he,  and  mix  together  four  Pounds 
of  common  Glafs,  with  one  Pound  of  Antimony ;  put 
them  into  a  Retort  fet  in  a  Reverberatory  Furnace, 
fitted  with  a  Receiver,  lute  the  Jun&ures,  giving  a 
little  Fire  at  firft,  then  increafe,  and  you  will  fee  the 
red  Flowers  come  forth  into  the  Receiver. 

Their  Operation,  as  of  the  reft,  is  by  Vomit  and 
Stool,  being  given  in  the  Venereal  Difeafe ,  the  Gout, 
Dropfy ,  Scurvy ,  and  other  Chronical  Diftempers,  from 
two  to  four  Grains. 

It  was  the  former  of  thefe  Proceftes  (according  to 
Mr.  Wilfon,)  that  Mr.  Lockyer  aim’d  at  in  the  Com- 
pofition  of  his  Pill,  by  which  he  acquired  a  great 
Kftate. 

Now  whether  or  no  thefe  Flowers  of  Antimony , 
thus  raifed  by  Fire,  or  any  of  the  (Precipitates  of 
the  fame  Colour  here  obferved,  (as  by  fome  has  been 
thought,)  be  the  Compofition  of  Mr.  Ward's  (Pill, 
is  lefs  material  to  our  Purpofe ;  fince  it  is,  I  think, 
out  of  Difpute,  that  moft  of  them  will  do  as  much 
Good,  and  as  much  Mifchiefalfo,  when  directed  by 
ignorant  Perfons,  and  taken  by  the  like,  at  all  Ad¬ 
ventures  :  Although,  to  deal  plainly,  when  I  con- 
fider  the  ftrange  Ravage  it  makes  among  the  folid 
as  well  as  fluid  Parts  of  the  Body,  in  fo  fmall  a 
Quantity  as  one  Grain  Weight,  as  much  even  as  the 
Glafs  itfelf,  or  Crocus  would  do,  I  have  been  ready 
to  apprehend  it  rather  a  (Precipitate  like  the  Algarct , 
though  of  a  different  Colour,  from  the  fame  Cauftick 
Oil,  or  Butter  of  Antimony )  which,  if  fit  to  be  coun¬ 
tenanced. 
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tenanced,  or  to  have  a  Sanction  from  any  one  in  re¬ 
gular  Practice,  I  leave  all  fuch,  with  yourfelf,  to  de¬ 
termine. 

About  the  fame  Time,  give  me  leave  to  acquaint 
you  of  Mr.  Lockyer  and  Mr.  Ruffe!  aforementioned, 
viz.  about  Fifty  or  Sixty  Years  pall,  there  was  ano¬ 
ther  Ruffe! ,  who  had  been  an  Itinerant  Mountebank , 
travelling  the  Countries,  but  happening  to  Marry  a 
Lady  of  fome  Condition  as  well  as  Eflate,  he  hired 
a  very  handfome  Houfc  in  Ho  lb  or  n,  near  Grays-lnn- 
Gate ,  and  coming  here  acquainted  with  a  Chymift, 
who  had  been,  as  he  faid,  an  Operator  in  Mr.  Boyle's 
^laboratory ,  he  got  a  Preparation  of  Antimony  from 
him,  like  this  of  Mr.  Ward's,  if  not  the  fame,  which 
was  prepar’d  at  the  Doctor’s  Houfe,  being  call’d  by 
the  Name  of  his  (Panacea,  or  Golden  Sulphur  oj  An¬ 
timony,  by  which  many  famous  Cures  were  faid  to  be 
effected. 

It  happen’d  I  was  at  this  Time  the  Dolor’s  Pati¬ 
ent,  and  going  often  to  his  Houfe,  as  living  but  a 
few  Doors  off,  I  have  feen  his  Black  bring  of  this 
red  Powder  in  a  fmall  earthen  Platter  into  his  Study  ; 
where  his  Mailer  weighing  it  out,  would  moilten 
the  lame  with  a  Liquor,  and  form  it  into  Pills  of  the 
bignefs  of  large  Pins-heads,  refembling,  both  in  Bulk 
and  Colour,  thefe  of  our  new  AEfctdapius ;  Ten  of 
which  being  put  into  a  fmall  tin  Box,  were  fold  for 
as  many  Shillings.  The  Poor,  who  made  an  Inte- 
reft  to  my  Lady,  had  them  gratis  ;  their  Operation 
was  rough,  both  upwards  and  downwards,  like 
the  other  Dr.  Ruffe? s  S Powder ;  and  asLockyer's  would 
frequently  v/ork,  according  as  they  met  with  Con- 
flitutions  more  robuil  or  weak,  or  as  the  Fibres  of 
the  Stomach  and  Guts  were  more  or  lefs  fufceptible 
of  the  Stimulating  Salt  and  Sulphur  in  the  Prepara¬ 
tion. 

What  I  would  obfcrve  farther  from  thefe  Perfons 
Remedies,  is  this,  that  my  Neighbour  the  Doctor 
his  Pill  did  not  furvive  him,  but  through  fome  fatal 
Accidents,  like  thefe  of  Mr.  Ward's,  was  foon  bl ail¬ 
ed;  and  he  fell  them  upon  a  fafer  and  more  popular 
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Medicine,  which  was  his  Spirit  of  Scur*oy-grafs ,  both 
plain  and  purging,  with  which  he  furnifhed  ail  parts  * 
of  the  Kingdom,  as  well  as  many  abroad. 

His  Name-fakes  Powder  kept  its  Fame  longer,  and 
was,  I  remember,  in  much  Efteem  with  feme  Mid¬ 
wives  as  a  Specific k  to  forward  Childbirth ,  but  gra¬ 
dually  declin’d  ior  the  fame  Caufe,  and  is  now,  in 

a  manner,  loft.  # 

Mr.  Lockyers  held  out  ftill,  and  till  within  twenty 

or  thirty  Years  paft,  fome  hundreds  ol  Pounds,  I 
have  been  informed,  have  been  annually  returned 
thereby,  tho’  I  have  known  Milchief  cnfue  thence. 
Upon  his  Death  it  came  into  the  Hands  of  Mr. 
Fyge,  an  Apothecary  in  my  Neighbourhood,  and  is 
to  this  Day,  in  his  Family;  but  I  believe  now,  with 
little  Emolument  or  Advantage,  to  what  it  has  been 


formerly. 

Thus  my  Friend,  you  fee  the  Fate  of  theie  Em¬ 
pirical  Medicines  ;  and  how  it  is  poftibie  for  fome 
Antiquated  Ones,  after  Mifchief  s  forgot,  to  come 
into  play  again,  or  be  revived;  an  Inftance  of  which, 
we  have  furely  now  before  us,  as  lately  in  the  crude 
®uickfifocr,  which  was  tamper  d  with  in  the  laft  Age, 
and  brought  once  more  into  great  Requeft  in  this  ; 
but  funk  aim  oft  again,  by  the  popular  Eulcgye  of  the 
Drop  and  cPilU 

Thus  it  mult  always  fare  with  Remedies,  how¬ 
ever  powerful  in  themfclves,  diftributed  without 
judgment,  or  indiferiminately  to  all  People,  with¬ 
out  any  Regard  to  the  State  and  Condition  of  the 
Bowels  which  are  to  entertain  them,  or  to  any  Cir- 
cumftances  whatever  in  the  Sick,  or  his  Difeafe,  fa¬ 


vouring  or  oppoling  their  Adminiftration. 

Having  laid  down  my  Thoughts  as  to  their  Com¬ 
position,  I  fhall  next  proceed  to  th z  pretended  Cures, 
and  poflibly  fome  real  Ones,  effe&ed  thereby,  with 
the  Method  how  the  fame  may  be  brought  about. 

And  here,  if  we  duly  conlider  the  Abtion  of  the 
Stomach,  or  the  Force  under  which  the  fame  is  a  di¬ 
ed,  during  the  Operation  of  a  ftrong  Vomit,  like 
inoft  of  thefe  Anthnonial  Ones,  together  with  that 

of 
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of  ail  the  Mufcles  therein  concern'd,  which  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mathematick  Calculus ,  is  fcarce  credible  \ 
we  fliall  lefs  wonder  that  not  only  its  own  Cavity, 
or  the  near  adjacent,  but  the  moll  remote  alfoin  the 
whole  Animal  Fabrtck ,  being  drawn  into  Confent 
therewith,  fhould  have  their  Contents  impel’d  for¬ 
wards  by  fo  forcible  a  Contraction  of  all  the  Fibres: 
by  which  the  moft  rivetted  Obdru&ions  therein,  may 
in  Time,  be  this  way  opened  ;  whild  the  Fluxion 
of  Humours  on  any  particular  Part  is  call’d  off : 
whence  Tumours,  or  Swellings  of  any  kind,  may  be 
foften’d  and  diminiflfd  ;  Ulcers  difpofed  for  heal¬ 
ing,  which  before  would  yield  to  no  Application 
whatever.  Of  this,  you  know,  we  have  conflant 
Experience  in  our  Venereal  Cancers ,  and  other 
corrolive  c. Phagedrcnick  Ulcers,  when  a  Dofe  or  two 
of  the  Furpetb.  Miner  ale,  will  render  thofe  Sores 
in  a  few  Days  tradable,  which,  for  many  Weeks  be¬ 
fore,  would  not  yield  to  any  Topicks  adminider’d 
by  the  belt  Artids  :  And  Purely  we  need  not  won¬ 
der,  if  by  the  fame  Way  of  Revullion,  many  Chroni¬ 
cal  Difeafes ,  from  the  heaping  up  of  Humours  and 
obdruCting  the  Veffels,  fhould,  by  this  Drop  and 
Pill ,  thus  daily  repeated  for  fome  Time,  give  W ay ; 
many  Scorbutic ,  Serpiginous ,  Leprous ,  or  Venereal 
AffeCfs  of  the  Skin,  clear  off ;  whild  the  morbid 
Matter  furnifhing  the  fame  out  of  the  Blood,  is  eli¬ 
minated,  or  cad  forth  by  this  double,  if  not  triple 
Difcharge;  frit  by  Vomit ,  fecondly  by  Stools ;  when 
thirdly,  the  Remainder  is,  by  the  Conflict  raifed 
therein,  during  the  violent  Commotion  thereof,  per- 
fpired  in  Sweat . 

This,  I  fay,  is  the  plain  and  obvious,  as  well  as  Me¬ 
chanic  Procefs,  by  which  many  furpriiing  Alterati¬ 
ons  are  brought  about,  and  Cures  perform’d  by  fuch 
Remedies :  Yet,  if  we  refleCt  upon  the  great  Hazard 
fome  Performs  undergo,  it  is  Purely  incumbent  upon 
all  who  take  upon  them  the  Adminidration  of  any 
fuch,  or  who  may  advife  them,  to  confider  thoroughly 
the  State  and  Condition  of  the  Sick,  in  regard  to 
the  Soundnefs  of  his  Bowels  and  Blood  Veffels/  and 
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of  the  Fibres  in  general,  which  compofe  them,  and 
which  are  to  undergo  fo  forcible  a  Contraction  un¬ 
der  the  Operation ;  as  well  as  that  of  the  whole 
Nervous  Syji'em ,  fuffering  likewife  under  the  Shock  ; 
and  for  want  of  Regard  to  which,  there  will  lome- 
times  fall  out  as  great  Harm,  and  as  much  Mifchief} 
as  at  others,  Benefit  or  Advantage. 

To  avoid  the  Accidents  of  this  Nature,  the 
honourable  Mr.  Boyle,  who  underftood  the  Chymical 
^Pharmacy  as  well  as  the  Animal  Structure,  much  bet¬ 
ter,  I  dare  fay,  than  Mr.  Ward  pretends  ;  yet,  being 
fearful  of  the  leaft  Injury  that  might  arife  by  the 
trufting  to  his  own  Judgment,  and  tender  of  Life, 
when  he  had  found  out  any  Remedy,  or  had  any 
fuch  recommended  to  him,  after  preparing  the  fame, 
gave  it  into  the  Hand  of  fome  learned  and  experi¬ 
enced  Phylician  of  his  Acquaintance,  to  make  luch 
Trials  therewith,  as  might  be  done  with  Safety,  and 
to  report  to  him  the  Succefs  ;  that  if  found  fafe  and 
beneficial,  they  might  encourage  it,  or  if  any  ways 
detrimental,  point  out  the  Danger,  or  lay  it  wholly 
afide:  Nor,  as  I  have  been  told,  would  he  fuffer  a- 
ny  one  of  thofe  which  go  under  the  Name  of  his 
Receipts ,  ol  which  a  Collection  has  been  Publifh’d 
fince  his  Death,  to  go  abroad,  till  it  had  the  Ap¬ 
probation  of  one  or  other  of  the  Faculty,  to  recom¬ 
mend  it. 

If  Mr.  Ward  had  taken  the  fame  Method,  he 
might  doubtlefs  have  been  the  Author  of  much 
greater  Good  to  his  Country  Men,  by  avoiding  the 
Danger  that  will  attend  his  Medicines,  in  this  pro- 
mifeuous  Diftributlon  of  them  to  all  Sorts  and  Con¬ 
ditions  of  the  People,  under  whatever  Tempe¬ 
rament  as  well  as  Dillemper. 

From  his  Will,  give  me  leave,  juft  to  make  Men¬ 
tion  of  what  is  call’d  his  Drop:  But  here,  whether 
he  gives  one  or  more,  is  uncertain,  being  diffufed  in  a 
Sack  Vehicle ;  and  poffibly,  if  rightly  underftood, 
may  differ  little  from  that  common  Infufion  of  our 
Crocus  Met  allot  um  •  at  leaft  is  of  the  fame  Family  with 
his  P/7/,  which  we  need  not  flay  to  Scrutinize. 

B  Every 
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Every  one  who  is  tolerably  acquainted  with  the 
Chy mills  Furnace,  mull  know  that  many  Liquids, 
in  the  Forms  of  Tin  ft  are,  Spirit ,  or  0/7,  may  be 
drawn  with  this  Mineral,  which  in  a  very  Imall 
Quantity,  as  that  of  a  Drop  or  two,  however  di¬ 
luted,  will  work  too  powerfully  for  fome  weakly 
Habits,  or  tender  Conllitutions.  An  Inllance  of  this 
we  have  in  the  Preparation  of  its  Cinnabar ,  where  a 
Caullick  Oil,  call'd  the  Butter  of  Antimony ,  will 
arife,  the  leall  Drop  of  which,  notwithllanding  its 
Dilution,  is  not  fafe  to  be  given  inwardly,  being 
chiefly  ufed  by  the  Surgeons,  to  dellroy  what  they 
term  cProud  Flejb ,  and  to  level  the  callous  riling  Lips 
of  Ulcers :  Tho'  there  have  been  thofe  who  (as 
Lemery  obferves)  have  given  a  Drop,  two,  or  three 
of  this  Butter  or  Oil  of  Antimony  in  Broth,  to  caufe 
Vomiting,  which  pra&ice  faith  he,  u  I  cannot  ap- 
“  prove,  becaufe  it  is  too  llrong,  and  produces  the 
“  fame  Effedls  as  the  Powder  of  Algarot ,  which  is 
u  nothing  but  the  faid  Butter  walk’d  in  warm  Water, 
<c  whence  a  white  Powder  is  precipitated,  call'd 
a  (but  very  improperly)  Mercurius  Vitref  which  to 
fome  I  have  known,  in  like  manner  a  Mercurius 
Mortis . 

The  vail  Subtilty  of  this  Mineral,  in  fome  of  its 
Preparations,  is  very  furprizing;  and  in  none  more 
remarkably,  than  in  that  call'd  the  Vomiting  Cup , 
without  any  fenlible  diminution  in  its  Weight  or 
Vertue. 

One  of  thefe,  compounded  of  the  Regulus  and 
Mars ,  I  have  now  by  me;  which  was  fent  me  as  a 
Prefent,  about  forty  Years  pall,  by  a  Country  Gen¬ 
tleman,  pradliling  among  his  Poor  Neighbours,  in 
the  way  of  Charity.  This  Cup  was  lent  out  from 
one  Neighbour  to  another,  in  which  they  fteep'd 
Cyder,  Stale  Beer,  or  other  Spirituous  Liquors  all 
Night,  and  drank  them  the  next  Day,  to  cure  Fe~ 
vers  and  Agues:  But  after  two  Perfons  (for  whom  it 
prov’d  too  llrong)  were  deltroy'd  thereby,  it  loll  all 
the  Credit  it  had  gotten ;  and  whereas  before,  it  went 
by  the  Name  of  the  Angelick>  it  was  now  call’d  the 

Devil's 


Devil's  Cap .  Quickly  after,  being  Pent  back  to  the 
Owner,  it  fo  happen’d  that  I  became  its  Proprietor; 
who  have  never  fuffered  one  Tryal  to  be  made  with 
it,  iince  it  was  in  my  Poffeffion. 

The  Operation  of  all  thefe  Antimonial  Vomit is  fo 
very  precarious,  that  no  Man  can  be  abfolutely  cer¬ 
tain  how  they  will  turn  out.  Monjieur  Lemery’s 
Obfervation  being  very  juft,  in  the  Words  following. 

“  When  the  Medicine  diffufeth  itfelf  fuddenly  in 
“  the  Stomach,  mixing  with  the  Juices  thereof,  and 
“  there  Stimulating  its  nervous  Fibres,  the  fame  is 
“  conftraimd  to  throw  up  its  Contents:  If  it  ftays 
«  longer,  or  till  fome  of  its  Particles  are  derived  to 
“  the  Guts,  the  fame  Stimulus  twitching  their  Fi- 

bres,  a  purging  downwards  happens:  They  muft 
u  differ  alfo  according  to  different  Conftitutions,  in 
“  thofe  who  take  them ;  and  very  often  the  fame 
“  which  makes  a  Perfon  vomit  at  one  time,  purges 
“  him  by  Stool  only  at  an  Other;  nay  at  fometimes 
iC  will  move  only  by  Sweat,  which  fhall  often  enfue 
a  both  thofe  Operations  ”  Courfe  of  Chym.  p.  225, 
With  all  which,  I’m  fure  you  are  well  acquainted. 
But  there  is  one  Obfervation  ;  (give  me  leave  to  take 
notice)  of  this  great  Chymift,  about  this  Mineral, 
which  may  give  us  to  underftand  of  how  little  Service 
a  mere  Hypothecs  will  be  to  us  in  our  Practice,  which 
is  daily  contradi&ed  thereby,  and  that  is  this  ;  That 
the  Crude  Antimony  is  dangerous  jor  to  take  inwardly , 
or  in  Subftance ,  becaufe  it  may  meet  with  an  Acid  in 
the  Stomach ,  that  would  open  its  Body>  and  be  the  Caufe 
of  great  Vomitings  to  enfue . 

What  has  led  this  Gentleman  into  a  Miftake  of 
this  kind,  muft  be  furely  his  Surmife,  that  the  Natural 
Heat  of  the  Stomach,  bears  fome  Affinity  or  Re- 
femblance  with  the  Artificial  of  the  P  urnace  or  Cru¬ 
cible  placed  therein ;  by  which  the  Body  of  the  faid 
Mineral  being  open’d,  and  its  Texture  broken,  the 
Sulphur  is  fet  free,  and  enabled  to  raife  fuch  Diftur- 
bance  therein. 

For  my  own  part  (who  have  given  many  Pounds  of 
Crude  Antimony ,)  I  have  rarely  known  it  to  operate 
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otherwife,  (unlefs  in  too  great  a  Dole,)  than  as  m 
Alterative,  corre&ing  the  fait  and  acrid  Humours 
in  the  Blood,  and  by  that  Means  fubduing  thofe 
corrohve,  fcorbutick  Eruptions  on  the  Skin,  which 
have  flood  out  even  againft  Mercury  itfelfl  For  thefe 
Purpofes,  I  diretf  5  E  oj  the  crude  Jntimony ,  mojt 
finely  levigated ,  and  °f  the  Conf.  Cochlear .  hort . 
with  fj,  3jEj  or  3 °f  the  Gum  Guaj.  to  he  form  d 
f.  a .  into  an  El e Ba ary,  with  a  q.f  of  the  Syr .  E.  SV/c* 
Mur  ant.  of  which  the  Patient  takes  the  Quantity  of 
a  Nutmeg  Night  and  Morning,  drinking  after  it, 
a  fmall  Draught  of  the  Decoff .  ex  Lignis ,  or  of  Bates's 
Mq.  Bened •  Simpl.  which  from  the  Gum,  but  hardly 
from  the  Antimony,  gives  a  Stool,  fometimes  two 
or  three  in  a  Day,  yet  without  Regimen  :  And  for 
the  ( Vfora ,  Scabies ,  or  common  Pruritus ,  I  know  of 
few,  or  none,  that  excel  (after  a  Mercurial  Purge 
or  two,)  the  fame  Mineral,  with  an  equal  Quantity 
of  JEt biops ,  made  up  in  like  Manner,  and  taken  the 
fame  Way,  To  return  whence  I  have  digrefs’d. 

From  this  Account  of  thefe  Remedies,  with  the 
Hazard  and  Uncertainty  of  their  Operation,  and  the 
manifeA  Danger  that  mufl  frequently  attend  upon 
many  of  thofe  who  think  proper  to  venture  on  them, 
from  the  Warranty  of  fuch  as  know  as  little  as  them- 
felvcs  of  the  Nature  of  the  Remedies  they  recom¬ 
mend,  much  lefs  of  the  Difeafes  for  which  they 
recommend  them,  and  lefs  ftill  of  the  human  Frame 
which  is  to  grapple  with  them,  and  for  want  of 
which  many  Perfons  mufl  rifque  their  Lives.  For 
thefe  Reafons,  I  fay,  I  thought  I  might  do  an 
acceptable  Piece  of  Service  to  the  Publick,  if  I  laid 
down  fome  Cautions  in  Reference  thereunto :  And 
furely,  the  Difpenfer  of  them  to  neceflitous  Perfons, 
will  not  be  dilpleafed  at  the  fame,  fince  the  more 
Good  he  can  do  with  them,  without  any  unhappy 
Accident  fupervening,  the  greater  Applaufe  to  him, 
as  well  as  Efleem  for  his  Remedies  ;  nor  will  there 
be  found  any  better  Method  for  fecuring  that  Efti- 
mation,  or  that  can  render  them  of  long  Continu¬ 
ance,  which,  like  others  of  like  kind,  palm’d  upon 
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the  World  for  great'  and  ufeful  Difcoveries,  for  want 
of  proper  Caution,  have,  through  fome  fatal  Mifcar- 
riages,  foon  dwindled  away  (as  thefe,  doubtlefs,  will 
do  in  a  little  Time)  to  nothing. 

Firfi  then,  I  would  advife  all  Hyfterical ,  or  Hypo- 
chondnaca l  People,  fubjedt  to  be  ruffled  by  any  Eva¬ 
cuation,  especially  of  So  rough  a  Nature,  as  thefe 
Medicines  may  produce,  or  to  be  thrown  into  con- 
vul/ive  Suffocations ,  Palpitations  at  Heart ,  with  Tre¬ 
mors  on  the  Nerves,  to  be  careful  how  they  engage 
with  them  :  Some  fuch  I  have  known  to  Suffer  Irom 
the  weak  Frame  thereof,  and  the  Hurry  their  Spirits 
have  been  thrown  into  under  the  Operation,  not 
recoverable  for  a  long  Time  after. 

Secondly ,  thefe  Medicines  can  by  no  Means  agree 
with  the  HeBical ,  or  Confumptive  and  thin  Habits, 
under  any  inflammatory  State  of  their  Blood,  their 
Veflels  tender,  and  the  fame  apt,  upon  any  {training, 
to  break  its  Inclofures.  Some  of  thefe  alfo  I  have 
heard  of  falling  into  profufe  Hemorrhages,  or  bleed¬ 
ing  at  the  Nole  :  And  one  that  I  was  lately  Sent  for 
to,  Seized  the  Night  following  the  taking  one  of 
thefe  Pills,  with  a  Vomiting  up  a  large  Quantity  of 
Blood,  to  which  he  is  ftill  liable  between  Whiles,  and 
which,  I  have  Caufe  to  believe,  will  be,  at  long 
Run,  fatal.  For  the  fame  Reafon,  no  Perfon  what¬ 
ever,  with  an  over- bearing  Heat  therein,  or  Full- 
nefs  of  the  Veflels,  fhould  enter  upon  this  Courfe, 
before  they  have  emptied  them  by  free  and  repeat¬ 
ed  Bleeding. 

Thirdly ,  Such  as  labour  under  Ruptures ,  whether 
of  the  Navel ,  Groin ,  or  Scrotum ,  mu  ft  fhun  thefe 
Medicines,  as  they  would  Rats-bane  :  The  Preffure 
of  the  Parts  of  the  lower  Belly  being  fo  great  under 
the  working  of  any  Vomit,  much  more  fuch  as  thefe, 
that  there  would  be  the  greateft  Danger  imaginable 
of  rendering  the  Malady  irretrievable.  Dr.  D—d 
told  a  Friend  of  mine  very  lately,  he  had  vifited  a 
Woman  with  a  Navel  Rupture ,  brought  upon  her 
by  the  hard  {training  in  the  working  of  this  Fil l  of 
Mr.  Ward’s. 

Fourthly , 
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Fourthly,  Such  as  have  weaken’d  the  Tone  of 
their  Stomachs,  by  Dram-drinking  all  Day,  Whet¬ 
ting  in  the  Morning,  or  Bottling  a  Nights,  and  have 
brought  upon  them  a  loathing  to  all  Food,  or  after 
taking  the  fame,  immediately  throwing  it  up  again, 
can  be  no  fit  Subjefts  for  thefe  Remedies  :  For  that, 
befides  their  feeble,  if  not  rotten  Vifcera ,  with  their 
weak  and  tender  Veffels,  rendering  them  liable  to  a 
Breach  therein,  their  conftant  Retchings,  more 
efpecially  in  a  Morning,  which  fcarce  any  Remedy 
can  bridle,  or  put  a  Stop  to,  will  be  encreafed  ; 
and  an  over  Vomiting,  or  Purging,  haften  their 
Deaths;  of  which  I  have  had  an  Account  of  two 
Inftances,  in  three  Months  paft. 

Fifthly ,  Thofe  who  bear  not  this  Evacuation,  un- 
lefs  with  Difficulty;  alfo  fuch  as  are  eafily  fee  on  Vo¬ 
miting,  muft  be  careful  they  are  not,  with  the  fore¬ 
going,  overfet  thereby  ;  for  that  at  fometimes,  the 
Sulphur  of  the  Antimony  adhering  to,  or  being  en¬ 
tangled  in  the  tender  Goats  of  the  Stomach,  whole 
Lining,  by  preceeding  Evacuation,  has  been  Icour’d 
off,  is  continually  Simulating  to  the  Excretion  : 
And  I  could  give  as  many  Examples  of  thole, 
where  the  Operation  has  never  ceafed,  till  the  Sick 
has  been  quite  run  down,  and  died  ftrongly  con- 
vulfed.  For  this  Caule,  it  will  be  always  found  ex¬ 
pedient,  that  the  difeafed  Patient,  before  he  enter- 
prizes  either  of  thefe  Medicines,  (if  they  may  be  fo 
denominated ,)  be  provided  with  a  proper  Quantity 
of  Chicken  or  Mutton  Broth,  which  may  ferve  to 
Iheath  and  blunt  the  Salts  and  Sulphur ,  rendering 
their  Stimuli  more  tolerable  to  the  Nervous  Fibres ; 
preventing  thofe  hard  Strainings,  which  might  other- 
wife  endanger  the  Animal  Fabrick. 

This  you  know,  Sir,  was  the  Advice  of  Monfieur 
Fernery ,  ( Courfe  of  Chymijlry ,  pag.  292.)  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Words. 

“  Broth,  a  little  fat,  is  neceffary,  when  the  Pati- 
“  ent  finds  an  Inclination  to  vomit,  becanfe  it  will 
ic  render  the  fame  ealier,  and  be  the  Means  of  hin- 
“  dering  thofe  great  Efforts  under  the  Operation  of 
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a  thefe  Remedies,  which  fometimes  break  the  Vef- 
a  fels,  and  occaiion  mortal  Hemorrhages.  When 
“  if,  notwithflanding  the  Ufe  of  thefe,  the  Vomiting 
u  will  not  ceafe,  you  may  diffolve  a  little  Cream  of 
<c  ^Tartar  in  the  laid  Broth,  and  take  fome  Spoonfulls 
u  every  Quarter  of  an  Hour  :  This  (faith  he)  flops 
“  the  Vomiting,  becaufe  joining  with  the  Antimony  y 
a  it  fixes  the  lame ;  fo  that  together,  they  are  pre- 
a  cipitated  by  Stool.” 

The  lafl  general  Caution  I  have  to  impart,  leave- 
ingyou  to  judge  if  it  be  not  a  very  neceffary  one, 
is  this,  That  Children,  weakly  Perfons,  and  all 
others,  naturally  prone  to  Fluxes  of  any  kind,  and 
who  are  apt  to  throw  up  what  they  take  upon  the 
flightefl  Occaiion,  not  from  any  vifcid,  or  phlegma- 
tick  Humours,  neltling  in  the  plufhy  Coat  of  the 
Stomach,  but  from  mere  Debility,  or  Atony  (as  it  is 
named  by  us,)  of  the  Fibres  thereof,  mufl  be  ex¬ 
ceeding  careful  how  they  engage  with  thefe  Reme¬ 
dies,  for  Fear,  as  in  my  lafl  Caution,  of  railing  fuch 
a  Storm  as  may  not  be  laid  again,  but  by  the  Pati¬ 
ent's  Death.  One  lingle  Pill  (the  only  he  ever  took) 
taken  by  a  poor  Fellow,  who  had  been  my  Patient, 
for  a  Venereal  Notturnal  Head-ach ,  after  a  molt  vio¬ 
lent  Vomiting  for  fome  Hours,  produced,  as  I  was 
told  by  the  Surgeon  confuited,  between  lixty  and 
feventy  Stools,  not  without  the  mofl  imminent  Dan¬ 
ger  of  his  Life. 

Having  laid  down  thefe  Cautions,  very  neceflary 
for  all  People  to  obferve,  who  think  fit  to  venture 
upon  fuch  Medicines,  I  fhall  fpeak  now  of  the  Dif- 
eafes  for  which  they  have  been  recommended  }  and 
in  which,  according  to  vulgar  Report,  they  have 
been,  at  fome  Times,  found  fuccefsful. 

Here,  indeed,  we  have  a  large  Field  to  furvey, 
becaufe  there  are  very  few,  wherein,  by  fome  or 
other,  they  have  not  been  try’d,  by  the  Approbati¬ 
on  of  their  Author  firfl  of  all,  and  after,  from  One 
to  Another  :  However,  among  the  Principal,  have 
been  reckon’d  many  of  the  mofl  obflinate  j  fuch  as 
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the  Gout  and  Rheumatifm ,  the  Scurvy,  P alfy ,  Lues 
Venerea ,  King  s-Evil,  and  Cancer  itfelf] 

The  former,  I  think,  we  may  readily  give  up, 
provided  we  had  one  Inftance  of  a  true  Cancer  ab¬ 
solutely  cured  thereby.  This,  I  fay,  would,  and 
ought  to  be  acknowledged  the  greateft  Gift  of  Hea¬ 
ven  to  poor  Mortals,  on  this  fide  the  Grave ;  the 
moll  ufefui  Difcovery,  I  will  call  it  the  moft  inefti- 
mable  Jewel  of  a  Medicine,  lince  the  Infancy  ot 
the  Healing  Art;  provided  at  the  fame  Time,  it 
was  found  a  certain,  and  withal  a  fafe  one. 

I  have  already  obferved  to  you,  hew  we  may  re¬ 
concile  the  Removal  of  many  Itubborn  Obftrudtions 
of  the  Veffels  ;  how  the  Fluxion  of  Humours  may 
be  call'd  off,  for  the  prefent,  from  fome  Part  bur- 
then’d  therewith ;  how  Scabs ,  Blotches ,  fretful  Sores , 
and  eating  Ulcers ,  in  this  way  of  Revulfion ,  efpecR 
ally  in  thofe  who  can  bear  the  repeated  Shocks,  are 
difpofed  to  crumble  off,  and  heal ;  though  quickly 
after,  they  have  broke  out  again,  and  fpread  with 
greater  Virulence  than  before.  But  admit  thefe 
Cures  to  Hand,  I  am  exceeding  doubtful,  whether 
the  Cancer  will  bear  to  be  handled  after  the  fame 
Manner,  which  I  never  found  would  fuffer  any  other 
than  Lenient s ,  whether  internal,  or  external ;  being 
ever  exafperated  by  a  Stimulus  of  any  kind  :  So  that 
the  Strength  of  fuch  a  Revulfion ,  however  it  may 
for  the  prefent  take  off  the  Lent  ion,  relax  the  Glands , 
and  foften,  in  fome  meafure,  the  Induration  for  a 
Time ;  yet,  foon  after,  the  old  Leaven  fermenting 
afrefh,  the  Difeafe  repullulates,  fprouts  a-new,  and 
rages  oftentimes  worfe  than  before,  at  length  put¬ 
ting  an  End  to  a  miferable  Life. 

What  I  have  feen  of  this  Nature  myfelf,  or 
which  has  been  imparted  to  me  by  Perfons  of  Cre¬ 
dit,  as  well  as  Judgment  in  their  Profeffion,  I  fhall 
now  communicate  unto  you. 

This  laft  Summer,  C— l  C - r ,  from  the 

W- - 1  I— — came  over  to  England ,  to  confult 

fome  Gentlemen,  as  well  Phylicians  as  Surgeons, 
about  a  ftubborn  Sore  above  his  Eye-brow  :  Among

the  latter,  Mr.  was  the  firft  call’d  in;  quickly 

after  he  had  a  Meeting  with  Dr.  M - -d,  and  Dr. 

H— .j--  and  afterwards  (as  I  was  told  by  the  Apo¬ 
thecary)  Mr.  St.  H-  ■  — /  and  Mr.  S - -v- 

At  one  of  thefe  Meetings,  I  was  propos’d  by  the 

C - 1,  but  it  fo  happened,  that  I  was  put  by. 

At  the  time  of  thefe  Confuitations  he  was  under  the 
Care  of  Mr.  C~ /--//,  but  foon  after,  at  the  delire  of 
fome  about  the  Court,  and  the  Relations  he  receiv  d 
of  feveral  as  bad  Gales,  fet  to  Rights  by  VI  r.  ard s 
Medicines ,  that  Gentleman  was  adviled  with,  and 
undertook  the  Cbyrurgery ,  as  well  as  the  cPbyJical 

Regimen .  > 

Whilll  he  was  under  this  Perfon’s  Care,^  he  defir  d 
a  Yifit  from  me;  when  I  faw  his  Sore  drefs’d,  the  Ul¬ 
cer  had  fpread  all  over  one  fide  of  the  P  ore-head, 
extending  itfelf  towards  the  Temple  lide-ways,  and 
was  making  Havock  downwards  through  the  Brow, 
into  the  Orbit  of  the  Eye:  In  fome  Places  it  appear’d 
floughy  and  foul,  in  others  frefh  and  red,  with 
unequal  callous  Lips,  and  had  the  Afpedt  of  an  Ul¬ 
cer  truly  Cacoxthic ,  or  what  we  call  of  an  ill  Difpo- 
fttion :  The  whole  of  the  local  Medicine,  was  warm 
Butter-Milk  to  wafh  the  Sore,  and  the  Curd  to  be 
apply’d  after,  inltead  of  a  Plaifter  j  which  is  the 
Gentleman’s  ufual  Topick. 

Whilll  the  Ulcer  lay  bare  for  my  View,  the 

C - -1  asked  me,  what  I  call’d  bis  Malady?  I 

told  him,  it  might  well  bear  the  Name  of  an  Herpes 
Exedens ,  and  what  faith  he,  does  that  differ  from  a 
Cancer?  I  anfwer’d,  every  ulcerated  Cancer  might 
bear  that  Name,  yet  there  were  of  the  Herpes  kind, 
which  wrere  not  Cancerous ,  and  that  I  hoped  his 
might  be  fuch. 

In  order  to  fubdue  the  Virulency  of  the  Ulcer, 
and  difpofe  it  for  healing,  I  propofed  Salivation  y 
which  he  faid  he  had  been  under  in  the  Country, 
but,  as  I  underftood,  neither  railed  by  the  UnBion , 
nor  continued  for  due  time:  I  then  mention’d  my 
Cinnabar  Suffitus ,  and  the  Qinckjilver  cPill\  by  the 
former,  I  propos’d  to  gain  at  leaft  this  Satisfaction,

that  if  the  Edges  of  the  Ulcer  fpread  not  under  it, 
but  contracted  and  look'd  better  Condition'd,  I 
fhould  have  made  lets  doubt  of  his  Cure,  by  a  Sali¬ 
vation  rais'd  by  the  Anointing,  having  lelfened  his 
Fears  as  well  as  my  own  of  its  being  Cancerous, 
which  indeed  were  not  ill  grounded ;  fmee  by  his 
Obfervation,  it  would  not  fufter  any  deterfive  Me¬ 
dicine,  fuch  as  the  SPr^cipit.  Rub.  his  Surgeon  had 
formerly  fprinkled  on  the  fordid  Parts,  without  be¬ 
ing  exafperated  thereby,  fo  that  he  had  prudently 
left  off  the  fame,  and  dreft  with  dry  Lint  and  a  Di* 
gejlive  over  alb 

The  Patient  feem’d  inclinable  to  the  Experiment 
I  had  propos'd,  but  find  he  mufl  go  on  a  while 
longer  with  Mr.  Ward’s  Medicines,  or  elfe  his  Friends 
would  fay  he  had  mill  his  Cure  for  want  of  Perfe- 
verance.  How  long  he  continued  that  Regimen 
after  my  Vifit,  1  cannot  fay  exa&ly;  but  finding  at 
length  his  Body  harrafs'd  by  thisconflant  Vomiting 
and  Purging,  without  any  Encouragement  from  his 

Sore;  the  next  News  I 'had  was  from  Mr.  J - ~s 

D— — -A,  to  whom  I  had  imparted  the  Cafe,  who 
told  me  the  C - »/  had  fent  for  him,  and  that  hav¬ 

ing  found  the  Ulcer  in  the  Condition  I  had  repre- 
fented  it,  he  had  (whilft  Mr.  C—l—n  was  by)  de¬ 
liver’d  his  Opinion,  that  the  Salivation  by  Unttion , 
might  be  of  Service  to  him,  and  probably  lay  a  foun¬ 
dation  for  his  Cure;  to  which  that  Gentleman 
adented. 

After  this,  having  lay 'd  afide  Mr.  Ward’s  Method, 
or  fully  purpoling  lo  to  do,  two  Gentlemen  of  his 
Acquaintance  came  to  me,  in  order  to  let  me 
know  they  could  not  be  fatisfied  unlefs  the  C — —  l 
was  put  under  my  Care ;  and  that  they  would  per- 
fwade  him  to  remove  into  the  City,  for  the  Con¬ 
venience  of  my  Attendance,  where  I  promis’d  to  do 
him  what  Service  I  could,  and  in  the  way  I  had 
propos’d,  viz*  by  Smoaking  the  Ulcer  for  three  or 
four  times,  and  finding  Encouragement,  to  proceed 
inftantly  with  the  Unftioih 
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In  a  few  Days  more  they  came  again,  and  told 
me,  they  had  concluded  upon  the  Removal  of  their 
Friend,  to  an  equal  Didance  between  me  and  Mr. 
C— for  the  Convenience  of  us  both :  I  now  ob¬ 
jected  a  Mifunderitanding  between  myfelf  and  that 
Gentleman,  which  he  had  not  rectified  in  the  man¬ 
ner  I  expeCted  ;  and  therefore  I  propos’d  Mr.  D- — iey 
whom  the  C— — /  had  fo  lately  confulted,  as  a  Per- 
fon  more  agreeable  to  me,  and  with  whom  I  could 
ACt  with  more  Freedom  and  Satisfaction :  But 
whilit  this  Matter  was  under  Debate,  fome  other 
Empirical  Undertaker.,  who  knows,  I  hear,  as  little 
of  the  Affair  as  the  former,  by  means  doubtlefs  of 
ftronger  affurance  of  a  Cure,  than  he  had  from  us, 
has  undertaken  him  \  but  with  what  Succefs  I  know 
not. 

This  Cafe  has  been  varioully  reported  about  the 
Town  j  fome  have  taken  the  Liberty  to  give  out, 
that  Mr.  Ward  has  cur'd  him,  after  all  thefe  Con¬ 
futations:  Others,  of  that  Gentleman’s  Friends, 
that  he  would  have  cur'd  him,  had  he  gone  on  ; 
and  others  again,  that  I  had  left  him  in  as  bad  a 
Condition  as  I  found  him,  intimating  his  having 
been  under  my  Care,  who  never  faw  him  more  than 
once,  nor  preferibed  one  Grain  of  Medicine  for 
him. 

The  fecond  Cafe  of  a  Cancer ,  under  this  Method, 
I  had  from  Mr.  D - />,  in  a  poor  Woman,  recom¬ 

mended  to  him,  with  a  painful  Schirrous  hardnefs  in 
the  Glands  of  her  Bread,  for  which  he  advis'd  her 
to  be  quiet,  and  not  to  tamper  \  at  the  fame  time 
fhe  had  the  Opinion  of  the  Surgeons  of  the  Houle, 
particularly  of  Mr.  F— — key  who  were  of  the  fame 
Opinion,  that  nothing  could  be  done  more  than  to  pal¬ 
liate,  and  keep  her  quiet ;  however,  by  fome  Intered  or 
other,  fhe  \was  recommended  to  Mr.  Ward ,  and 
took  his  Medicines  with  fuch  fuccefs,  that  when 
Mr.  Z)- — faw  her  fome  Weeks  after,  he  told  me, 
he  was  furpriz'd,  the  Tention  of  the  Skin,  by  means 
of  the  ftrong  Kevul/ton  made  by  the  Operation,  un¬ 
der  the  repeated  Vomiting,  being  much  leffened, 
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the  Glands  faften’d,  and  the  whole  Breafi  reduced; 
But  fome  Weeks  after  this,  out  ofCuriofity,  making 
her  another  Viiit,  the  Afpe6l,  it  feems,  was  not  fo 
promiiing;  for  the  Wolf,  (as  the  common  People 
exprefs  themfelves)  which  before  had  withdrawn 
it  for  a  Seafon,  began  to  fhow  its  head  again,  i.  e\ 
the  Femes  ffciffledl  for  a  time,  threatening  to  bull  out 
a-frefh  :  Since  when  flie  has  been  deny'd,  and  the 
Surgeons  not  admitted  to  fee  her'  poffibly,  for  that 
her  Cure  is  not  jet  compleated,  which  is  the 
mildeft  Conitrudtion  can  be  put  upon  the  Cafe,  if 
not  for  that  the  Difeafe  is  now  raging  as  at  firft. 
But  by  the  way,  this  poor  Woman  is  lince  dead  of 
her  Cancer. 

Since  I  had  this  account  of  Mr.  D  — —/Vs,  I  was 
delired  by  a  Gentleman  to  Vilit  his  Spoufe,  in  one 
of  whofe  Breafts,  I  felt  a  large  and  painful  Knot, 
which  had  lain  quiet  for  fome  Years,  but  by  im¬ 
proper  Topicks ,  was  exafperated,  and  had  put  on 
the  Appearance  of  a  true  Cancer ,  of  which  fhe  had 
already  been  informed*  I  asked  her,  whether  fhe 
had  Courage  to  part  with  her  Breafi  ?  not  that  1 
am  over  fond  of  recommending  thefe  Exciliions,  but 
it  might  fo  fall  out,  that  fhe  might  herfelf  think  of 
it,  when  by  the  Increafe  or  Adhselion,  or  communi¬ 
cating  with  the  Glands  of  the  Axilla,  it  was  not 
practicable.  *  "  : 

This  I  found  had  given  Offence,  and  I  heard 
no  more  of  her,  till  about  a  Month  or  fix  Weeks 
after,  when  by  Accident  meeting  her  Husband  in 
the  Street,  and  enquiring  how  fhe  did;  he  told  me 
fhe  was  almoft  well,  by  taking  Mr.  PVard’s  QHly 
which  unknown  to  him,  by  the  Intereft  of  fome 
Friend  or  Acquaintance,  fhe  had  procur'd;  and  in 
the  working  of  which,  her  Breafi  broke,  and  dif- 
charged  a  great  quantity  of  Bloody  Water;  lince 
which  her  Nipple  had  been  drawn  in,  but  lhe  was 
Calier,  and  the  Breafi  a  great  deal  lefs  than  when  I 
faw  it.  I  told  him  I  wi fil'd  a  Continuance  of  the  A- 
mendment,  but  own’d  myfelf  very  doubtful :  For 
this  Retradlion  of  the  Tub  it  li  LaffiferL  or  Milk  Pipes, 

with

with  the  tucking-in  of  the  Nipple,  is  always  an  un¬ 
toward  Appearance,  and  generally  fpeaking,  as 
fure  a  Sign  of  a  Cancer  in  the  Breaft,  as  the  painful 
Knot  therein  itfelf;  and  truly  by  the  diftant  Enquiry 
I  have  lince  made,  this  Truce  was  but  of  a  lhort 
Duration;  the  Diftemper  being  again,  worfe  than 
ever,  the  Remedy,  by  reafon  of  its  rough  Ope¬ 
ration  long  fince  laid  afide,  and  the  Patient,  as  I  heard 
hut  this  Day,  deceafed  alfo. 

'  The  lafl  Inftance  I  will  give  you  upon  my  own 
Knowledge,  in  refpe&  to  the  pretended  Cures  o£ 
Cancers ,  fhall  be  that  of  C— -//  J¥-—s  Lady, 
whom  I  Vifited  this  laft  Summer,  not  long  after 
Mr.  F'  — — ■#  had  been  to  fee  her  on  the  fame  Occa- 
fion  :  I  perceived  one  of  her  Breails  of  an  uncommon 
Magnitude,  the  whole  Body  of  which,  was  one 
continued  Induration,  and  fo  very  ponderous,  that 
fhe  was  forced  to  wear  a  Sufpenfory  round  her  Neck, 
for  the  better  fupport  of  it.  She  was  prepar’d  to 
receive  any  Sentence,  I  fhould  pafs  on  her  Difeafe: 
But  finding  we  were  able  to  adminiiter  little  Com¬ 
fort,  at  the  Importunity  of  a  Friend,  Mr.  Ward 
was  confulted,  and  gave  her  (if  I  am  rightly  inform’d) 
the  greatefi:  AffuranceofaCure,  by  his  Butter-milk  and 
Curds  externally,  and  his  Drop  and  Pill  internally 
adminifler’d  ;  nay,  when  ftie  told  him  fhe  fear’d  by 
the  great  ftretch  of  the  Skin,  the  Breall  would  burlt, 
he  made  very  light  thereof,  and  reply’d,  no  matter, 
his  Medicines  would  make  it  whole  again. 

How  long  this  unhappy  Gentlewoman  profccu- 
ted  his  Method,  I  am  not  poiitive,  but  have  heard, 
as  long  and  as  often  as  he  himfelf  de fir’d  her ;  at 
firll  with  that  fceming  Advantage,  that  fhe  appre¬ 
hended  herfelf  lithfomer  and  better  able  to  turn 
herfelf  in  her  Bed  ;  but  at  this  time,  now  many 
Months  paft,  I  underftand,  in  as  bad  a  State  as  ever : 
And  altho’  under  the  fame  Gentleman’s  Care,  the 
Drop ,  Will  and  PultiSj  having  fail’d  him,  he  now 
has  chang’d  them  for  a  different  fet  of  Medicines  j 
at  leafi  the  Old  in  a  different  Difguife. 
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Thefe  are  the  Cafes  which  have  fallen  under  my 
own  Xnfpedtion,  or  have  been  confirm’d  by  the  Per- 
fons  concern’d,  relating  to  the  Cure  o i  Cancers.  I 
have  heard  indeed  of  more,  and  fome  which  com¬ 
mon  B.umour  has  fpread  for  Cures  compleated : 
But  whether  or  no  they  have  been  really,  or  truly 
Cancers ,  or  only  fo  reported,  remains  with  me  a 
Doubt. 

I  Ihould  be  glad  if  the  Author,  or  his  Confident, 
who  gives  them  out,  would  be  careful  to  collect  a 
Hiitory  of  his  Cures,  more  efpecially  of  this  kind, 
well  attefted,  where  any  Artiffc  had  before  paffed  the 
Sentence  of  a  true  Cancer ,  which  might  very  much 
conduce  to  the  clearing  up  of  this  Affair*  and  we 
may  allow,  I  dare  fay,  of  nine  Mifcarriages,  if  every 
tenth  Experiment  in  this  terrible  Diitemper  has 
been  attended  with  Succefs.  Among  thofe  I  have 
talk’d  with,  or  have  heard  from  others,  the  far 
greater  N umber,  on  whatever  Occafion  they  may  have 
taken  the  fame,  have  bitterly  inveigh’d  againft  the 
roughnefs  of  the  Operation,  without  any  benefit 
thereby. 

From  the  Cancer ,  in  the  inverted  Order  I  took 
notice  of  them,  I  come  to  the  Scrofula ,  or  King's 
Evil ;  and  here  I  mu  ft  fay,  that  I  have  feen  fome 
ftubborn  Ulcers,  where  there  were  no  foul  Bones, 
better  difpos’d  for  healing,  after  taking  of  thefe 
Fills  three  or  four  times;  but  they  have  crack’d, 
fefter’d,  and  ipread  again  quickly  after :  nor  have  I 
heard  of  any  Jlrumous  Glands  about  the  Neck  and 
Fauces  thereby  refolv’d  :  here  indeed  the  Kevulfton 
is  loft,  becaufe  the  Humours  in  the  Operation  of 
'Vomiting,  are  It  ill  more  derived  to  thefe  Parts,  as 
is  evident  in  thofe  conftant  Tiplers  of  ftrong  Li¬ 
quors,  who  fometimes  from  their  violent  retchings, 
and  throwing  up  all  they  take,  whether  Food  or 
Phylick,  fliall  have  their  Faces  bloated,  when  the 
reft  of  their  Bodies  are  emaciated  and  wafted  away. 

Thefe  Remedies  have  been  alfo  cried  up  as  infal¬ 
lible  in  the  Lues  Venerea ,  or  French  Fox.  Here  al¬ 
fo,  as  in  the  foregoing,  as  likewife  in  Scorbutick

Affe&s  of  the  Skin,  I  have  heard  of  Scabs  and  o- 
ther  breakings  out,  which  by  uiing  of  the  Pill,  have 
call  off,  and  dried  away,  as  I  have  before  obferv'd; 
but  whether  or  no  the  Venereal  Poifpn  is  this  way  to 
be  extirpated,  as  it  has  been  at  fometimes  by  the 
late  Mifaubin§y  and  by  the  ^ uick/iher  ^Pilly  as  I 
have  hinted  in  my  Difcourfe  thereon,  I  am  alike 
doubtful :  Yet  as  to  fafety  in  the  Operation,  I  muff 
give  the  Preference  to  either  of  the  two  laft;  having 
known  (as  I  took  notice  before)  a  poor  Fellow  very 
merely  deflroy'd  by  the  firft. 

The  Walfy  is  another  Difeafe,  reported  to  be 
cur'd  thereby  ;  and  for  thofe  who  can  bear  the 
Ruffle  of  fuch  repeated  Revullion,  it  is  not  impro¬ 
bable  but  that  Examples  may  be  given,  where  not 
only  obftrudted  Blood-veffels,  but  obflrudted  Nerves, 
by  a  pituitous  Humour  therein  impacted,  fuch  as 
the  Gutta  Serena ,  which  is  a  Palfy  of  the  Optick 
Nerves y  may  be  thence  difeharg'd  :  In  like  manner 
the  Apoplexy,  Lethargy^  Comay  CaruSy  and  other 
Phlegmatick  Soporous  Disorders,  where  the  Nervous 
Fibres  are  relax'd  and  fluggifh,  with  the  Senfation 
dull  and  torpid;  and  where  thele  Ant imonial  Vomits 
may  be  more  fafely  enter  priz'd  than  when  thofe  Fi¬ 
bres.  are  in  a  State  of  Petition,  and  the  Spirits  more 
adtive. 

A  remarkable  Recovery  of  this  kind,  Mr.  Ward 
has  given  us,  in  the  London  Evening  Wofl,  Nov .  7. 
and  continued  in  feveral  other  Papers,  which  he  tells 
us  was  drawn  up  by  my  Lord  Chief  Baron  Reynolds's 
own  Fland ;  but  that  Purely  does  not  appear  by  the 
Baron's  Letter  to  him,  who  fays  only,  That  he  had 
fent  him  the  Cafe  enclos'd,  drawn  up  with  exatfnefs 
in  point  of  Fa  cl  ;  for  which  he  dejires  his  Credit  may 
be  look'd  upon  .as  a  Guarantee ,  as  doubtlefs  it  will  be  : 
But  it  can  hardly  be  fuppos'd  that  it  the  Narrative 
had  been  drawn  by  him,  the  Cafe  would  have  been 
exprefs'd  as  follows  :  Mary  Betts,  a  young 
Country  Maid ,  Servant  in  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  Rey¬ 
nolds's  Family ,  and  conftantly  ref  ding  at  his  Houfe , 
in  St .  Edmunds  Bury ,  CM  —  Betides  the  Terms 
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Emetic ,  Cathdrtic ,  Emmenagogue ,  denote  the  fame, 
however  ligtf  d  by  the  Baron ,  to  have  been  original¬ 
ly  drawn  up  by  the  PhjHician,  or  Apothecary  at 
leaft,  concern'd ;  and  if  indeed  in  the  Manner  it  is 
drawn,  it  was  intended  for  the  Information  of  the 
Common  Reader,  great  part  thereof  might  have 
been  modeftly  omitted,  as  abfolutely  ufelefs  to  them, 
and  that  without  any  way  leffening  the  Cure  :  If  for 
the  Initrudtion  of  the  Faculty,  few  of  thefe,  I  dare 
fay,  will  think  it  Itrange,  that  from  fo  great  a  force 
upon  the  Blood-veffels  under  the  violent  Streining, 
together  with  the  Stimulus  added  to  the  Blood  itfelf 
from  the  Medicine,  the  fame  fhould  break  through, 
not  only  the  Veffels  of  the  Uterus ,  but  thofe  of  other 
Parts  alfo,  as  it  has  done  in  others,  under  the  fame 
Force.  However,  as  thefe  ObftrucSions  might  have 
no  fhare  in  the  Palfy,  unlefs  every  Woman  thus 
obftrufted  was  <P aralitical ,  or  Vice  Verfa ,  every 
eparalitiek  thus  obftru&ed,  this  part  of  the  Hiftory 
was  fuperaboundant:  No  left,  the  pulling  down  of  the 
Eye -  lids  to  bring  on  Sleep ,  and  the  lifting  them  up  again, 
that  Jhe  might  lye  awake  \  as  if  either  depended  on 
thofe  Motions,  or  that  a  Man  could  not  Sleep  with 
his  Eyes  open,  which  fome  do  frequently,  and 
others  are  forc’d  to  do,  from  a  Cicatrix  after  a 
Wound  or  Abfces  on  the  upper  Lid,  occafioning  fuch 
a  Stricture  as  will  not  fuffer  the  fame  to  be  deprefs’d  * 
or  that  he  could  not  lye  awake  with  his  Eyes  fhut, 
which  others  are  conftrahfd  to  do  alfo,  where  the 
elevating  Mufcle  has  had  its  Fibres  tranfverfly  di¬ 
vided,  fo  that  the  Lid  falls. 

There  feems,  I  mult  own,  fomething  lingular  in 
this  cParalyJis  of  the  Maid's  Eye-lids,  that  upon 
lifting  them  up,  they  lhould  keep  fo,  and  not  fall 
down  again,  upon  removing  the  Finger.  This 
Part,  however,  of  the  Defcription,  together  with 
her  inability  to  comprefs  the  Glands  of  her  Eyes ,  in 
order  to  jhed  Bears ,  with  that  alfo  of  lifting  up  the 
Lip,  for  the  taking  in  of  her  Nourijhment ,  however 
inaccurate,  were,  I  fuppofe,  intended  to  give  us 
to  understand,  that  there  was  a  univerfal  Refolution 
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of  the  whole  Syjiem  of  the  Nerves  ;  unless,  poffibly, 
thofe  of  the  Sphin6lersy  of  which  no  Notice  is  taken. 
And  whether  or  no  a  Salivation  was  any  Part  of 
Regular  (PraSlicey  or  carried  any  Likelihood  of 
bracing  up  the  Fibres,  or  invigorating  their  Tone, 
thus  debilitated,  I  fhall  leave  to  you,  and  others  in 
fuch  Pra&ice,  to  determine. 

If  we  go  upon  thofe  two  great  Principles,  of  the 
St ri Slum  et  Laxum ,  of  the  Animal  Fibre ,  and  con- 
fider  the  latter  to  be  the  Condition  of  it,  for  the 
moft  part,  if  not  always,  in  (Paralytic  Patients  :  'J  he 
cold  Submerjion ,  efpecially  in  a  youthful  Subject,  had 
carried  greater  Probability  of  Succcfs,  than  a  Sali¬ 
vation,  which  I  have  known  to  have  brought  on 
that  Difeafe,  but  rarely,  that  I  remember,  proved 
its  Cure.  v  . 

We  are  not,  I  mufi  acknowledge,  certain,  that 
this  Experiment  alfo,  of  cold  Bathing ,  was  not 
try’d,  among  other  Parts  of  the  regular  (Practice 
mention’d :  Nor  will  I  queftion  all  proper  Methods 
taken  for  the  poor  Girl’s  Relief,  by  the  Phylician, 
who  was  concern’d.  I  will  grant  farther,  all  that 
Mr.  Ward ,  or  his  Friends,  can  deiire,  that  it  was 
by  the  Three-fold  Evacuation,  Vomiting ,  Sweatings 
and  (Purging ,  that  this  remarkable  Cure  was  effected  ; 
and  that  thefe  were  theRefult  of  his  Drop  and  Pill : 
But  with  whatever  Views  this  Narrative  was  made 
publick,  I  hope  no  one,  under  the  like  Circum- 
ltances,  will  try  the  Experiment,  upon  an  Expecta¬ 
tion  of  the  fame  Succefs,  or  run  unadvifedly  there¬ 
on.  Let  them  conlider,  I  fay,  firft,  that  Part  of 
the  Story,  relating  to  the  Operation,  and  then,  pol- 
iibly  they  may  judge  it  fit  only  for  thofe  who  choofc 
the  Chance  (and  a  very  forry  one,)  of  being  cured, 
or  kill’d,  rather  than  drag  on  longer  a  very  miferab  le 
Life.  The  Cafe  Writer  fays,  That  after  two  or 
three  Days  Interval  from  the  Drop ,  Mrs.  Reynolds 
gave  her  one  of  the  (pills,  which  had  fo  violent  an 
Operation ,  both  as  an  Emetic  and  Cat  hart  ick ,  ( i .  e. 
upwards  and  downwards,)  that  the  Maid ,  weaken'd 
to  the  lajl  Degree ,  by  her  former  long  Courfe  of  fPhy • 
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fak,  was,  for  twelve  Hours  together ,  with  great  Dif* 
faulty,  kept  alive . 

A  Cafe  fomewhat  related  to  this,  in  a  (Raralytiek, 
farther  advanced  in  Years,  has  been,  with  great  In- 
duHry,  conceal’d  ;  where  a  violent  Vomiting  began 
the  Tragedy,  and  after  feventy,  or  nearer  eighty 
Stools,  molt  of  them  Blood,  the  Patient  died  upon 
the  Be  el-pan* 

If  then  the  fame  tender  Concern  for  the  People’s 
Welfare,  the  fame  Humanity  Mr.  Ward  takes  No¬ 
tice  of  in  my  Lord  C — -  Baron ,  puts  me  (and  I  fo- 
iemnly  declare  to  the  World,  it  is  nothing  elfe,) 
upon  giving  them  this  Advice,  and  delivering  thefe 
Cautions,  I  hope  I  fhall  Hand  clear  of  any  unreafo** 
nable,  or  unkind  Cenfure,  as  well  from  the  B— n, 
who  recommends,  as  Mr.  Ward  himfelf,  the  Di- 
fpenfer  of  thefe  Remedies. 

I  mull  own,  Sir,  to  you,  it  was  ever  my  Opini¬ 
on,  that  private  Gentlemen,  or  others  of  Fortune, 
unacquainted  with  human  Bodies,  and  the  Difor- 
ders  it  is  fubjebt  to,  might  employ  their  Charity  to 
much  better  Advantage,  by  fuccouring  the  Indigent 
with  Food  and  Raiment,  than  by  adminiftring  Phy- 
ifok,  especially  fuch  as  rnuft  inevitably  be  attended 
with  equal,  if  not  greater  Mifchief  than  Benefit  or 
Advantage.  Whether  the  good  .Intention  vvill  attone 
for  the  Homicides  happening  in  this  Way,  is  out  of 
my  Province  :  But  if  the  People  cannot  be  content 
without  fome  Quackery,  it  were  better,  furely,  they 
would  return  again  to  their  Quick/iher ,  as  the  leaf! 
hazardous  of  the  two. 

Asking  Pardon  for  this  Digreffion,  occafiorfd  by 
fo  notable  an  Jldve-tfetnent,  I  proceed. 

The  Rheumatifm  and  Gout ,  they  tell  us,  have 
been  removed  by  the  fame  Medicines ;  of  which  I 
can  lay  nothing,  any  more  than  of  the  foregoing, 
upon  my  own  Knowledge.  It  is,  I  grant,  lefs  to 
be  wonder’d  at,  if  fome  ftrong  Habits,  with  robuft 
Fibres,  both  Mufcular ,  as  well  as  Nervous ,  fhould, 
in  the  like  Method  oi  Rev  til  fan,  with  fome  others, 
after  repeated  Evacuation  of  the  Humours,  as  well 
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upwards  as  downwards,  be  fct  free  of  their  Con¬ 
finement  :  But  I  fliould  expeCt  the  fame  Regimen 
exceedingly  hazardous  to  thole  of  differing  Temper 
raments  and  Constitutions  ;  the  found  Bottom  may 
ride  out  the  Storm,  when  the  leaky  founders. 

And  now,  laftly,  in  refpeCt  to  the  Gout,  it  has 
been  long  iince  my  fettled  Judgment,  That  the 
prime  phylical  Intentions,  are  (with  Sydenham ,)  to 
Strengthen  the  Digeftion,  and  fortify  the  noble  Parts, 
leaving  the  Gouty  Matter,  thrown  forth  upon  the 
Joints,  to  fpend  itfelf  there  :  For  though,  at  feme 
Times,  I  have  heard  of  fuch,  who,  by  the  Ufe  of 
my  Name-fake’s  Powder  of  farbith ,  Hermodaffs, 
Scammony ,  £&.  have  put  by  a  Fit,  as  they  thought, 
or  leflen’d  the  fame,  by  difeharging  the  Gouty  Mat¬ 
ter  in  the  way  of  Stool.  I  have  heard  of  others, 
who,  by  the  lame  Means,  have  brought  the  Difiem- 
per  upon  their  Bowels,  their  Stomach,  or  their 
Brains,  where,  notwithflanding  all  Endeavours, 
they  have  loil  their  Lives  thereby  :  An  Example  of 
which,  I  was  a  Witnefs,  about  four. Years  pall,  in 
an  elderly  Gentleman,  who  labouring  long  there¬ 
with  upon  his  Feet,  was  perfwaded  to  take  one  of 
thefe  Purges;  the  Day  after  which,  he  grew  eafier 
on  thofe  Parts,  but  was  inftantly  tortured  in  his 
Bowels,  to  fuch  Degree,  that  the  ftrongeft  Dofe  of 
Opium  would  fcarce  give  Eafe :  Hence  the  Diitem- 
per  took  to  his  Stomach,  and  raifed  as  great  a  Storm 
with  inceflant  Vomiting.  His  Apothecary  had 
given  an  ealy  Dofe,  as  I  remember,  twelve  Grains  of 
the  Indian  Root ,  and  in  the  Evening  an  Opiate 
again,  which  freed  him  from  this  new  Attack  ;  but 
before  Morning,  the  fame  Matter  had  feized  his 
Head,  when  he  grew  Itupid,  fnorted,  and  fell  into 
a  Coma ,  out  of  which,  neither  Volatiles ,  Jharp  Cly~ 
fiers ,  Cupping ,  Bliftering,  Vomiting ,  Sternutatories, 
or  any  Stimulus ,  could  roufe  him.  In  this  Condi¬ 
tion  he  lay  for  forty-eight  Hours,  and  then  expired, 
through  the  unfortunate  Tranllation  of  a  Difeafe, 
with  which  could  he  have  been  content  to  have  con¬ 
flicted  as  formerly,  fome  Days  longer,  whilft  the 
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lame  was  upon  the  extreme  Parts,  he  might,  as  in 
thofe  he  had  formerly  undergone,  in  all  Probability, 
have  protra6fcd  his  Life. 

Thefe  Conliderations,  which  I  readily  fubmit, 
Sir,  to  your  Judgment,  I  thought  proper  to  com¬ 
municate  to  the  Publick,  at  a  Time  when  great 
Numbers  of  the  People,  who  can  fo  readily  come 
at  them,  are  trying  Experiments  with  Remedies,  io 
often  hazardous  to  their  Welfare  ;  and  by  which,  as 
it  may  tall  out,  fome  Benefit,  fo  alfo  much  Mifchief 
mult  enlue  the  prefent  Method  of  promifcuoufly 
taking  them,  or  through  the  want  of  proper  Infoi- 
mation. 

If  that  which  I  now  offer,  or  from  the  Cautions 
here  laid  down,  I  may  be  inflrumental  in  faring  one 
fingle  Life,  it  will  afford  me  abundantly  more  real 
Pleafure  and  Satisfa&ion,  than  the  idle  Cavils  of 
evil-minded  Men,  the  fnarling  of  loofe-Principled 
Per  fens,  or  the  Scurrilities  offer’d  by  Debauchees , 
(who,  deflitute  of  Argument,  fly  to  Slander,)  fhall 
give  Difquiet.

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H  E  following  CASES  are  drawn  with  fo 
X  much  Judgment,  and  appear  withal  fo 
authentick,  that  I  have  taken  the  Liberty  to  tran- 
fcribe  them,  for  the  Satisfaction  of  all  thofe  into 
whofe  Hands  the  'Journal ,  whence  they  are  extrac¬ 
ted,  has  not  fallen  \  and  as  I  have  been  charged 
with  being  the  Compiler,  I  take  this  Opportunity' 
to  declare,  that  I  know  not  the  Author  ;  yet,  at 
the  fame  Time,  return  him  hearty  Thanks,  as  the 
whole  Kingdom  ought  to  do,  for  his  Induftry,  ia 
collecting  them,  and  that  honed:  Zeal  he  has  fhown, 
to  fafe-guard  his  Countrymen  from  that  Danger 
they  may  fee  others  have  been  betray’d  into,  under 
the  fpecious  Views  of  Infallible  Remedies . 

CASE  L  A  Gentleman  of  a  middle  Age,  of 
a  very  robud  and  drong  Habit  of  Body,  having  no 
other  Diforder  but  fome  of  the  common  Symptoms 
of  the  Scurvy,  was,  about  three  Months  ago,  brought 
to  take  one  of  thefe  Drops ,  and  two  of  the  Pills. 
The  Drop  work’d  very  roughly  •  but  he  went  on, 
in  Hopes  of  being  made  quite  found  by  this  pre¬ 
tended  Cat holic on,  and  took  one  PUL  That  carried 
on  the  Didurbance,  and  fo  brook  his  Condi  tut  ion, 
that  he  broke  out  all  over  his  Body  ;  with  many 
other  Diforders,  too  tedious  to  mention.  He  goes 
to  Wa  r.d  himfelf^  tells  his  Complaints,  and  asks 
further  Advice,  which  was  given  him,  That  he  mud 
take  more  Pills .  He  bought  four  more ;  but  upon 
taking  one,  became  fo  fhatter’d  with  its  Violence, 
that  his  under  Jaw  became  paralytick  ;  fo  that, 
without  the  Abidance  of  his  Hand,  he  could  not 
move  it  up  or  down :  The  Eruptions  increafed,  and 
grew  troublefome,  in  fome  Parts  leaking  a  fharp 
Ichor.  He  recover’d  the  Ufe  of  his  Jaw  in  a  little 
Time,  but  languilh’d,  with  vain  Hopes,  that  other 
Diforders  would  mend.  But  the  Tendons  of  his 
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Infteps,  and  of  the  Backs  of  his  Hands  fwell’d : 
He  had  a  general  Weaknefs  of  his  Joints  all  over 
his  Body  ;  the  tendonous  Parts  apt  to  fwell,  upon 
any  little  Exercife,  and  be  painful.  His  Head  grew 
much  difturb’d  ;  he  almolt  loll  his  Hearing  of  his 
right  Ear,  and  had  a  continual  Noife  in  it;  his 
Eyes  grew  watry,  and  fore,  and  fo  weak,  he  could 
not  read  five  Minutes  at  a  Time,  without  Pain  and 
fmarting.  In  this  declining  State,  he  fell  into  a 
Fever,,  about  three  Weeks  ago,  but  by  fafer  Re¬ 
medies  is  recover’d  ;  only  thofe  ill  Effe&s  of 
Ward’s  Medicines  are  not  yet  removed. — --Thole 
who  are  curious  to  know  this  Gentleman’s  Name^ 
may  enquire  of  the  Bookfeller. 

CASE  II.  Mrs.  Temero,  Servant  to  Fran¬ 
cis  Whitworth,  Efq;  in  Clifford- Street ,  Burling* 
ton-Gavdens ,  aged  about  Thirty-five,  had  fome 
wandring  Pains,  and  other  fmall  Complaints,  about 
la &Whitf untide.  She  took  one  Dofe  of  Ward’s 
NoJlrumy  which  vomited  and  purged  her  very  much, 
and  fo  affected  her  Nerves,  that  one  of  her  Hands 
became  numb’d  upon  it.  She  took  a  fecond,  and 
that  was  fo  violent,  it  threw  her  into  itrong  Con- 
vulfions,  and  brought  a  confirm’d  Pally  upon  both 
her  Hands  and  Arms,  fo  that  fhe  could  make  no 
manner  of  Ufe  of  them,  attended  with  grievous 
Sicknefs,  and  Vomiting  almoft  continually.  She 
apply’d  lor  Relief  to  thofe  in  the  Phylical  way  near 
Hand,  for  fhe  was  then  in  one  of  the  Lodges  in 
Windfor  Foreft  ;  but  they  being  unable  to  relieve 
her,  ftie  was  brought  to  London  about  the  fecond  of 
Otfober,  has  received  fome  Benefit  here,  and  is  in  a 
Way  of  Recovery. 

I  fhall  in  the  fecond  Place,  relate  fome  Cafes  which 
have  proved  mortal. 

C  A  S  E  III.  Eliz.  Moor,  Servant  to  Mrs. 
Burton,  in  King’s-Street ,  near  St.  dim’s  Church, 
aged  thirty-four;  fubjedt  to  Hyfteric  Fits,  advifed 
with  Mr.  Ward  firft  of  all,  on  Friday ,  July  5,  1734  ; 
he  ordered  her  to  take  his  <7)/7/,  ihe  took  one  that 
Night,  which  had  no. Operation  at  all,  fo  that  Ihe 
-  * '  >  went 
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went  about  her  Bufinefs.  The  Tukfday  Night 
following  fhe  took  another,  which  operated  no 
more  than  the  firfL  Then  fhe  went  to  Mr.  Ward 
again,  who  advifed  her  to  take  another,  which  flic 
did  the  next  Wednefday Night,  being  July  the  loth, 
this  operated  no  more  than  the  others  that  Night; 
But  the  next  Day  fhe  was  taken  very  ill  at  a  Neigh¬ 
bour’s  Houfe,  and  was  brought  home  in  a  Coach, 
fet earning  and  crying  out  of  an  intolerable  Pain  in 
her  Stomach  and  Guts,  declaring  to  her  Friends 
who  flood  by,  that  the  Pill  had  killed  her.  Her 
f  ulfc  was  fcarcely  to  be  felt,  fhe  had  cold  Sweats, 
till  into  Convulsions,  and  died  about  three  o’clock 
on  Friday  Morning  the  i  ath. 

CASE  IV.  Hester.  Staps, a  Waiter  attheBagnio, 
Charing-Crofs,  aged  about  forty-five,  of  a  moderate 
ftrong  Confutation,  and  troubled  with  no  other  Dif- 
tesnper,  but  fame  fmall  Scorbutic  Pimples,  which 
ofed  to  break  out  Spring  and  Fall,  would  needs 
try  Mr.  Ward’s  (Panacea .  The  firil  Dofe  fhe  faid 
V  ami  ted  and  Purged  her  times  beyond  numbering, 
and  brought  upon  her  many  Diforders ;  lhe  hoping, 
that  repeating  the  like  Medicine  would  cure  them, 
took  a  third  Dofe;  but  inftead  of  curing  them,  it 
brought  on  a  violent  Diforder  and  Pain  in  her  Head, 
lofs  of  Appetite,  an  inward  continual  Fever,  or 
Fever  on  the  Spirits,  with  great  Dejection  and  low- 
nefs  of  Spirits,  and  continual  griping  Pain  in  her 
Bowels.  She  grew  from  hence  Pleuretic  and  Pthifi- 
cal  :  But  more  than  all  thefe,  the  third  Dofe  threw 
out  all  over  her  Body  a  moll  violent  Leprofy. 
This  Difeafe  fhe  never  had  any  iign  of  before,  but 
now  it  was  fo  violent,  that  the  Scales  which  came  off 
her  were  very  offenlive  :  Thus  fhe  miferably  walled 
away,  and  the  beginning  of  lall  Month  died; 
which  was  about  two  Months,  from  her  taking  the 
third  Dofe  from  Ward. 

CASE  V  and  VI.  John  Wooten,  Aged  thirty- 
fix,  and  Daniel  his  Brother  thirty-four,  being 
Pthilical,  took  Ward’s  Drop ;  and  Daniel  took 
one  of  his  Pills  befides.  They  both  had  the  Drop 
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mixed  in  a  Deco&ion  of  Riafins,  which  they  took 
near  two  Months,  but  grew  much  worfe;  and 
Daniel's  Pitt  burft  a  Veffel  within  him  in  the  work¬ 
ing,  and  forc'd  up  a  quantity  of  Blood  :  He  died 
about  four  Days  after,  and  his  Brother  John  the 
next  Day.  They  were  Chairmen  in  Lumley-Court, 
in  the  Strand. 

CASE  VII.  Mr.  T.  King,  Baker  in  St. Giles’s, 
about  forty  Years  old,  was  Confumptive,  but  with 
the  Direction  of  an  eminent  Phyfician,  grew  better. 
He  took  one  of  Ward’s  Pitts  the  twenty-third  of 
July  laft,  which  vomited  him  for  three  Days,  then 
turned  downward,  and  purged  him  as  much,  till  it 
brought  a  quantity  of  Blood  with  his  Stools;  and 
the  fir  ft  of  Jugiiji  he  died. 

CASE  VIII.  Samuel  Gray,  middle  Aged,  be¬ 
ing  ill  of  a  Confumption,  in  the  Parifh  Work-houfe 
of  St.  George  Han over-Square,  would  needs  take 
Ward’s  Medicine;  he  died  within  an  Hour  after 
taking  the  feeond  Dole. 

CASE  IX.  Marcum  Cambel,  about  forty 
Years  old,  ofPatin-ftreet,  Hanover-Square,  haying 
an  Ague,  took  fix  Dofes  of  Ward’s  Medicine; 
but  was  made  id  ill  by  them,  that  being  fent  three 
Days  after  to  the  Infirmary  at  Hyde-Park-Corner,  he 
could  not  there  be  relieved,  but  died  in  five  Days. 

CASEX.  Mrs.  Magee’s  Daughter,  of  Car¬ 
naby- Market,  about  five  Years  of  Age,  was  only 
ill  of  a  Rafh,  took  three  Dofes,  and  died  the  next 
Morning  after  taking  the  third  Dole ;  it  never  Ope¬ 
rating  with  her. 

CASE  XI.  Anne  Eving,  Servant  to  Mr. 
Burton,  of  Conduit-ilreet,  about  thirty  Years 
old,  had  only  Scrophulous  Tumours  on  her  Neck, 
took  five  Dofes  of  Ward’s  Medicines,  and  died  two 
Days  after  taking  the  laft  Dofe. 

CASE  XII.  Mrs.  Gilbert,  who  kept  the 
Horfelhoe  Ale-houfein  Effex-ftreet,  of  a  middle  Age 
and  robuft  Conftitution,  took  one  of  Ward’s  Pills 
the  beginning  of  July  laft;  it  vomited  her  thirty- 
four,  and  purged  her  twenty-two  times.  She  fent 
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for  an  eminent  Phyiieian  and  Apothecary  the  next 
Day,  who  found  her  very  feverifh,  and  thirfty, 
having  continual  retchings  to  Vomit,  violent  Pains  in 
her  Belly ;  and  to  be  fliort,  with  all  the  Symptoms  of 
Bowels  a  mortifying;  and,  what  was  almoft  as  bad, 
the  Operation  had  caufed  a  violent  Navel  Rupture, 
The  Phyiieian  ufed  his  utmoft  Endeavours  to  aifift 
her,  but  could  get  nothing  to  pafs  through  her,* 
but  on  the  Morrow-night,  fhe  miferably  died. 

To  the  foregoing,  give  me  leave  to  add  the  two 
following.  * 

I  have  already  obferved,  in  difcourling  of  the  Pal- 
fy ,  a  Cafe  induftrioufly  conceal'd,  and  notwithstand¬ 
ing  all  the  Application  and  Intereft  I  could  make, 
have  been  denied  Admittance,  to  the  Widow  of  the 
Deceafed.  Thus  much  upon  the  molt  folemn  Affu- 
rance,  that  no  Names  fhould  ever  be  brought  upon 
the  Stage,  I  have  gather'd  from  a  Relation  to  the 
Family  ;  that  about  the  middle  of  laft  Month,  the 
Brother  of  the  Deceafed,  having  read  in  the  publick 
Papers,  of  a  great  Cure  of  a  Palfy,  perfwaded  him 
to  take  one  of  thefe  Pills ;  When  I  asked  what 
Condition  he  was  in  at  that  time  ?  they  faid  he  had 
a  Palfy  on  one  lide,  under  which  he  labour'd  feverai 
Years:  That  in  four  Hours,  after  taking  of  the Pill^ 
he  was  feiz’d  with  a  violent  Vomiting,  and  could 
not  keep  from  the  Clofe-ftool,  till  he  fell  off  in  a 


Fit;  that  they  then  laid  him  on  the  Bed,  with  the 


Pan  under  him,  where  he  lay  in  cold  Sweats,  and 
very  great  Agonies;  the  Stools  continuing  to  run 
from  him,  till  he  loft  all  Senfe,  and  fell  into  Convul* 
lions ;  his  Jaws  lock’d  up,  and  all  his  Limbs  eon« 
tradted ;  in  which  Pofture  he  died  the  fame  Evening, 
I  now  enquired,  What  Report  the  Searchers  had 
made  upon  fo  violent  a  Death,  and  fo  evidently 
brought  on,  by  the  Poifon  he  had  taken  ?  and  re-* 
ceived  for  Anfwer,  That  they  fuppofed  it  was  re¬ 
turn'd  Convuljions . 

Whence  Sir,  it  feems  plain  to  me,  that  whilff 
thefe  poor  Women,  employ'd  as  Searchers ,  either  ig=* 
norantiy,  or  through  Corruption,  pafs  by  iiich  mife* 
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fable  Deaths,  we  fhall  never  be  able  to  come  at  th£ 
tenth  part  of  thefe  Mifcarages  :  To  deted  which, 
I  think  it  abfolutely  necellary,  that  ever yWarifb 
Clark ,  lay  the  llriddt  Injundion  upon  thefe  Crea¬ 
tures,  to  make  a  true  Report  of  all  thofe  immedi¬ 
ately  enfuing  the  taking  of  thefe  Medicines,  where 
they  can  come  to  underftand,  that  any  fuch  had 
been  given  the  fame  or  the  Day  or  two  before ;  and 
that  thefe  Symptoms  of  violent  Vomitings  or  Fluxes 
have  inftantly  deftroyed  the  deceafed  Perfon.  If 
this  trull  h&d  been  duly  executed,  I  queftion  whe¬ 
ther  we  ihould  have  had  one  Weekly  Bill,  thefe 
three  or  four  Months  pall,  wherein  there  might  not 
have  been  inferted  among  the  Occidents  ;  Woifon’d 
by  the  Drop  and  cPilL  - 

If  a  Perfon  voluntarily  or  with  Defign  of  deftroying 
himfelf,  takes  Poifon  (and  thefe  Wills  ws  fee  will  do 
the  fame  Execution )  he  is  deem’d  a  Felo  de  fey  and 
an  Inqueft  mull  lit  upon  the  Body;  nay,  if  by  MiG- 
take  or  Accident  he  is  dellroyed  the  fame  way,  yet 
Hill  there  mull  be  the  fame  Enquiry.  Why  then 
ihould  fo  many  of  his  Majelly  s  Subjeds  be  thus  hur¬ 
ried  out  of  the  World*  and  no  notice  taken,  for 
that  fome  others  have  hruggled  and  got  the  better, 
as  well  of  the  faid  Poifon,  as  the  Difeafe  fometimes, 
for  which  it  was  taken. 

You  very  well  know*  that  every  Member  of  the 
College,  is  Sworn  to  prefent  what  is  jullly  denomi¬ 
nated  by  us  Mala  Praxis  ;  dear  Dodor,  tell  me 
what  is  this?  but  as  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty 
care  not  to  turn  Informers ,  neither  the  Governing 
Part  of  the  College  to  take  Cognizance  yet  a  while 
thereof;  fo  poffibly,  the  Government  itfelf,  may  in 
time,  fee  Caufe  to  enquire  into  an  Affair  of  fo  great 
Moment,  and  either  wholly  fupprefs  the  diltribu- 
tion  of  thefe  dangerous  Druggs ,  among  the  People, 
or  take  Care  to  fee,  that  they  are  placed  under  a 
better  Regulation. 

About  ten  Days  pall,  a  Gentlemanyin  Company 
with  his  Wife,  having  fome  tetterilh  Eruptions  on 
her  Skin,  consulted  with  Mr.  Ward7  who  made  no 
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Doubt  of  curing  her  in  Time,  if  fhe  purfued  his 
Directions.  When  fhe  objected  the  Weaknefs  of 
her  Conftitution,  unable  to  undergo  the  Operation 
of  any  rough  Medicines,  he  did  affure  her,  that  he 
would  order  nothing  which  the  weakeft  Perfbn  might 
not  venture  on  with  the  greateft  Safety,  and  gave 
her,  at  that  Time,  two  of  his  Drops ,  that  is,  the 
fame  Number  of  his  Sack  Draughts ,  one  of  which 
fhe  took  on  the  Sunday  Morning  following,  without 
other  Effect,  than  a  little  Sicknefs  and  Vomiting. 
On  the  Tuefday  fhe  took  the  other,  with  as  fmall 
Diflurbance  as  the  firft.  On  the  next  Day,  which 
was  Wednefday ,  fhe  went  again  to  Mr.  Ward ,  who 
now  gave  her  two  of  his  ddills,  the  one  of  which 
fhe  fwallow’d  the  next  Morning,  viz.  on  Thurfday ; 
this  had  as  little  Effect  as  the  Draughts,  but  at 
Night  fhe  found  herfelf  fwelfd,  as  if  lhe  had  been 
poifon’d,  which  indeed  fhe  was  :  However,  on  the 
Friday  fhe  lay  by,  continuing  thus  full,  and  pain’d 
in  her  Bowels.  On  the  Saturday  fhe  ventured  on 
her  fecond  ^P/7/,  in  hopes  that  might  work  off  the 
reft,  when  by  Noon  fhe  was  taken  with  enormous 
Vomiting  and  Purging  at  the  fame  Time,  which, 
after  fome  Hours  Continuance,  threw  her  into  ltrong 
Convullions  ;  fo  that  fhe  loft  her  Senfes,  and  feem’d 
as  one  dead  to  the  Aftiftants  round  about.  The 
Apothecary  was  call’d,  and  her  Husband  propofed 
a  Phylician  •  but  he  told  them,  the  whole  Strefs  lay 
upon  getting  down  what  Quantities  they  could  of 
fmall  Broths,  or  other  dilating  Liquors,  which 
might  wafh  off  the  poifonous  Salts,  and  defend  her 
Bowels  from  a  Mortification  thereby. 

In  this  Condition  five  continued  all  Night ;  her 
Fainting  and  Convullions  often  returning  \  and  fre¬ 
quently  no  Pulfe,  or  other  Signs  of  Life.  The  Day 
following,  fhe  came  a  little  to  herfelf ;  yet  is  not, 
at  this  Time,  free  from  the  malign  Impreftion  left 
upon  her  Nerves  by  the  Poifon,  being  ftill,  upon 
the  leaft  Occafion,  fubject  to  the  convullive  Moti¬ 
ons  ;  nor,  poflibly,  may  fhe  lbddenly,  if  ever,  get 
clear  from  the  fame. 
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In  the  firft  of  thefe  Relations,  I  could  have  the 
Opportunity  of  letting  myfelf  only  into  the  Mis¬ 
fortune  o t  a  Family,  which  mull,  it  feems,  remain 
fecreted  from  the  World,  under  a  Pretext  of  pre-? 
venting  the  furviving  Brother  running  out  of  his 
Senfes,  who  was  instrumental  in  procuring  and 
giving  the  fatal  Pill,  if  the  fame  were  to  be  made 
pubiick.  In  this  lait,  though  I  am  forbid  the  Pub¬ 
lication  of  Names,  yet  I  have  Leave  given  to  fend 
any  Gentleman  or  Lady  of  Reputation,  who  doubts 
the  Truth  of  the  Narrative,  to  the  Houfe,  where 
the  Husband  will  confirm  it,  as  well  as  the  Gentle¬ 
woman  herfelf,  who  underwent  the  cruel  Symptoms, 
and  who  has  fo  narrowly  efcaped  with  Life. 

T  o  thefe  Instances  it  may  be  objected,  that  many 
Hundreds  of  People  have  taken,  and  are  daily  de¬ 
vouring,  thefe  Draughts  and  Pills,  without  thefe 
mifchievous  Accidents.  To  which  may  be  anfwe- 
red,  That  the  fame  Number  might  very  likely  take 
Jrfnkk  in  that  Dofe,  with  as  little  Complaint  : 
It  is  not  every  one  who  takes  ten  times  as  much, 
that  can  difpatch  themfelves  thereby,  as  they  had 
intended.  Either  fame  Quantity  of  Liquor  al¬ 
ready  in  the  Stomach,  or  pour’d  down  immediately 
alter,  difiolving  and  diffuiing  the  Cauftick  Salts, 
Nature  roofing  by  llrong  Efforts,  throws  up  by 
Vomit,  (as  in  thefe  Cafes ,)  what  lies  therein,  dis¬ 
charging-,  at  the  fame  Time,  (however,  with  horrid 
Gripings,)  what  is  pafTed  lower,  by  the  way  of 
Stool,  and  at  length  frees  herfelf  therefrom,  though 
much  weaken’d,  and  almoit  fpent.  Thus  I  fay, 
(and  I  doubt  not,  you  will  join  Iffue  with  me,)  that 
it  is  poflible  for  many,  by  the  Strength  of  a  good 
Confcitution,  or  fome  lucky  Incident  in  their  Fa¬ 
vour,  to  efcape  thefe  Symptoms,  and  to  fuffer  little 
ptherwife  than  under  common  Vomiting  and  Purge-  1 
ing  from  a  rough  Medicine,  of  a  different  Tribe  1 
But,  indeed,  it  is  fo  very  difficult  to  come  at  all 
which  have  fallen  out  in  this  Way,  that  it  may  be 
made  a  Queftion,  whether  the  one  hundredth  Part 
is  brought  to  Light }  the  People  who  have  been

rmpofed  on,  being  alhamed  of  their  Credulity,  in 
iiftening  with  the  Herd  after  them,  have  ftifled  all 
they  can :  And  unlefs  they  have  been  deftroy’d  out¬ 
right,  which  too,  you  fee  has  been  the  Cafe,  their 
Friends  care  not  it  fhould  be  known,  but.endeavour 
■what  they  can  to  conceal  them.  Had  this  been  the 
Fate  of  a  great  Man’s  Servant,  (and  furely,  nothing 
could  be  more  near,)  fhe  alfo  had,  in  all  Likelihood, 
died  fimply,  as  fome  others,  of  Convulfions,  with¬ 
out  an  Inquelt :  And  why  it  Ihould  be  made  an  Ex¬ 
ample  (as  it  was)  for  others  to  imitate,  is,  I  own, 
above  my  Comprehenfion.  But  the  Nature  of  thefe 
Medicaments  will  better  appear  from  the  following 
more  certain  Account  of  their  Compofition,  as  the 
fame  is  reported  to  have  been  communicated  by  the 
French  King’s  Phyfician ;  the  Original  of  which  is  at 
this  Time,  I  hear,  or  was  very  lately,  in  the  Cuftody 
of  that  worthy,  and  very  learned  Man,  Dr.  B—t.
